the final conditions for the settlement of the Greek 
Question. The Sultan offers, as his final terms, to 
cede the entire province of Thessaly, in conformity 
with the conclusions of the Berlin Conference. He 
will also give up a portion of Epirus; but the Porte 
refuses to part with either Janina, Metzovo, or 
Prevesa. 

Prince Bismarck's despotic temper has led to the 
resignation of Count  Eulenberg, the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior. The Minister recom- 
mended the Upper House of the Diet to take а 
certain course on a bill before them, whereupon Herr 
Rommell, the representative of the Prince in the 
House, read à statement drawn up by the latter, and 
which illness prevented him from attending to make 
in person. Тһе effect was a virtual disavowal of 
Count Eulenberg, and that Minister forthwith 
tendered his resignation. ‘The Emperor having 
intervened, Bismarck had in a manner to eat humble 
pie on Monday. 

The French Senate on Saturday made several 
amendments in the French Customs Tariff Dill, 
increasing the protectionist imposts on cattle; but 
a Paris correspondent states that they are certain to 
be expunged by the Lower Chamber when the 
measure comes before that body.

dense fog in the Channel, was compelled to 
lie off the Needles Light till close upon 
midday on the Friday, when she started, and, 
after encountering much fog, reached Guernsey at 
ten at night. She remained there till four оп Satur- 
day morning, when she left for Jersey. When about 
half а mile from the entrance to St. Helier’s 
Harbour she struck on Oyster Rock, off Elizabeth 
Castle, and, after slipping off, sank immediately. 
The crew and passengers had barely time to get into, 
the boats and save themselves. The mails were 
below, and went down with the boat. 

There were thirty-five British and foreign wrecks, 
of which twenty-five were British (two bein 
steamers), reported during the past week, making a, 
total of 393 for the present year, or an increase of 
168 as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. Тһе approximate value of property lost 
was £5,000,000, including British £3,500,000. 
Seventeen vessels were lost off the coasts of the 
United Kingdom ; three abandoned at sea. About 
fifty lives were lost.

Lang's Neck or Pass (wrote the Capetown cor- 
respondent of the Daily News, Web. 1) isa gap in 
an outlying spur of the Drakensberg, over which. the 
road from Newcastle to the Transvaal passes at about 
twenty-seven-milesfrom-that border town. ‘The top 
of the pass із about four hundred feet from the 
beginning of the ascent, and the road, which is little 
better than a mere track, is.commanded by steep 
mountain sides, thickly strewn with huge boulders, 
capable of affording admirable protection to sharp- 
shooters. ‘The sides of the gap rise into precipitous 
ridges, and afford cover and concealment for large 
bodies of теп. The country beyond this point dipsto 
the Buffalo River іп a seriesof steep undulations, very 
difficult both for artillery and cavalry. | Some idea of 
the nature of the position may be gathered from the 
old пате of the locality, which was Hell Poort or 
Pass, since altered to that which it now hears» Here 
the Boers, with a perfect knowledge of the country, 
took their stand in order to check the British advance. 
They were said to number two thousand strong, 
under Joubert,the same leader who commanded at 
Bronker’s Spruit; but not the least of the obstacles 
with which General Colley has had to contend was 
the great difficulty of obtaining accurate knowledge 
concerning either the movements or the strength of 
the enemy, in a country where it is an impossibility 
to push scouting parties beyond the protection of the 
main body without a certainty of their being picked 
ої by Boer sharpshooters. It was believed, however, 
that the discipline of the British soldiers would com- 
pensate for any preponderance in numbers on the 
side of the Boers, as well as for the known advantage 
of position. Great reliance, too, was placed on the 
artillery and the rockets, with which the enemy was 
wholly unprovided; and it must be added that 
very small store was set on either the courage or 
the determination of the Boers, who had on no pre- 
vious occasion given any reason for believing that 
they would make a serious resistance to a consider- 
able body of disciplined troops. Owing to heavy 
weather, our force remained inactive on Jan. 27, and 
on Friday, the 28th, at half-past six in the morning, 
General Colley marched out with the intention of 
forcing the Pass with a column consisting of 870 
infantry, composed of five companies 58th Regi- 
ment, six companies 3-60th, 150 Naval Brigade, 170 
mounted infantry and Dragoons, and six guns, the 
whole under the command of Colonel Deane. 

Тће attack opened shortly after nine with а heavy 
fire from the guns and rockets, before which the 
Boers fellback, aud to which they were unable to 
make апу reply, though to a great degree sheltered 
behind the bouiders and the shoulders of the neck 
from any severe loss.

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TARTANS ІМ HIGHLAND 
REGIMENTS. 

A MEETING of Highlanders and Scotsmen in London 
“to express entire disapprobation of any change іп 
the tartans as at present worn by Highland regiments, 
as contemplated by tle authorities according to the 
official statement made by Mr. Childers in the House 
of Commons, was held on Feb. 17, by permission of 
his Grace the Duke of Sutherland, at Stafford House, 
St. James's—the Macintosh of Mackintosh, pre- 
sident of the Highland Society of London, occupying 
the chair. 3 

For some time before the proceedings commenced, 
the Prince of Wales's piper and several other pipers 
played in costume a number of Scotch airs on the 
bagpipes, and at one moment considerable national 
enthusiasm was aroused by the introduction of the 
fiery cross, which was borne flickering with flamcs 
through the large hall where the meeting took place. 
Among those present were the Dukes of Sutherland 
and Athole, the Marquis of Stafford, Lord Elcho, 
M.P., and Lady Elcho, Lord and Lady А; Campbell, 
Lord and Lady W. Campbell, Sir A. Borthwick, Sir 
G. Macpherson Grant, Mr. Donald Currie, M-P., 
General MacLeod. 

The Duke of Sutherland proposed the first reso- 
lution—viz., ‘‘ That this meeting earnestly protests 
against any change being made in the distiuctivo 
tartans as now worn by Highland Regiments.” His 
Grace said that the cause which they had at heart 
might appear а small affair to some, but it was not 
small to those who valued sentiment and esprit de 
eorps in old Seottish regiments. What did Sir 
Frederick Roberts say оп that subject? Не said, 
* soldiers have imaginations and hearts like other 
men, and therefore it is that regiments are proud 
of heir position " (Hear, hear.) This was 
not a time for doing away with the distinctive 
badges of Highland regiments. Let them re- 
member what Sir Е. Roberts said about the famous 
march from Cabul to Candahar, when heasked what he 
would have done without the aid of the gallant 92nd ? 
He (the Duke of Sutherland) was afraid that some 
persons had more regard for the loaves and fishes thau 
for the welfare of the Army. Тһе whole of the officers 
of the Highland regiments would, he believed, have 
signed the petitions against the proposed change had 
not the army regulations forbidden them to doso. He 
had received а letter from Marlborough House in 
which his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales said 
that he entirely agreed with the prayer of the 
memorial with regard to the tartan—(cheers)—and 
that his only reason for holding back from signing 
it was his fear that as an officer of the army it would 
be а breach of military discipline were he to Яо зо. 
His Grace added that Sir F. Roberts would have 

‘been glad to attend the meeting, but for 2 similar 
reuson was unable to be present. 

Lord Archibald Campbell, who was dressed in the 
Campbell tartan, said his father, the Duke of Argyll, 
would have signed the petition had he not been in 
the Ministry with Mr. Childers; but he could state 
on his father’s behalf that the object of that_meeting 
had his most hearty sympathies (Cheers). What did 
they think of a man like Mr. Childers saying to his 
father, “ What makes your son take such an interest 
in this movement?" Why, Mr. Childers knew 
absolutely nothing about his trade (Laughter). 
At the War Office they could hardly dis- 
tinguish between the 42nd and the Royal 
Stuart tartan.. Speaking as a free lance for 
the men of his country and for the lairds of the 
district with which he was connected, he said 
they wonld not have this change, and if they failed 
to persuade the Queen and Mr. Childers the first 
time they petitioned, then they would not fail the 
second. 'l'hey intended, if not successful at first, to try 
again (Cheers). He should raise іп his own county 
the whole country side. ‘The lairds had come 
forward and shown by telegram and by letter that 
they were in earnest on that question. His Lordship 
concluded by ‘‘swearing,’’ as he remarked, “іп old 
Highland fashion,” putting his hand for the moment 
on his dirk, to ** preserve the tartan," his action and 
attitude evoking enthusiastic cheers.

THE GRAVESEND MURDER. 


The body of the unfortunate woman, Mary Ann 
Marsh, who was murdered at The Woodlands, 
Gravesend, was interred in Hounslow Cemetery on 
Monday, in the presence of a large concourse of 
spectators. Тһе murder has produced а great 
sensation at Hanworth, Middlesex, the aged lady 
having been for some years a well-known and 
esteemed domestic in the household of the late Vicar 
of Hanworth, the Rey. Mr. Robinson. Lieutenant 
Scriven is an immediate relative of Mrs. Robinson, 
and it would appear that after the death of Mrs. 
Robinson, and the consequent’ breaking up of the 
household, the deceased went to reside with 
Lieutenant Scriven at Gravesend. Нег son, Mr. 
Marsh, has for many years been the gardener at Han- 
worth Vicarage, and it was at his request that the 
body should be removed to Hounslow and interred in 
the family grave. Great local sympathy is expressed 
with Mr. and Mrs. Marsh and their family because 
of the shocking murder of their aged mother.

The first 
occurred on the 13th inst., when twenty-two persons 
were buried with the houses in the snow. Eleven 
were saved, four were found dead, and five not yet 
recovered. The second avalanche destroyed what 
remained of the village. Thirty-six persons were 
buried beneath 45 ft. to 60ft. of snow, covering 
10,000 square yards. Of these, twenty-seven have 
been rescued living, and six dead.
